OFFICIAL  PROGRAM. 

The  official  program  of  the  inauguration  of  the  Presiednt  of  the  United  States,  at 
llie  National  Capitol,  Saturday  next,  has  been  completed.  It  is  compiled  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  conunittee  of  arrangements  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives, 
consisting  of  Senators  John  C.  Spooner,  Nelson  W.  Aldrich,  Augustus  O.  Bacon,  and  Repre- 
sentatives John  Dalzell,  Edgar  D.  Crumpacker,  and  John  Sharp  Williams. 

The  proceedings  in  the  Senate  chamber  will  be  as  follows:  The  President-elect  will 
be  escorted  to  the  Capitol  by  the  committee  of  arrangements,  and  will  enter  the  Senate 
wing  by  the  bronze  door.  The  President-elect  will  go  directly  to  the  I'resident's  room, 
wher  he  will  remain  imtil  the  committee  of  arrangements  waits  upon  him,  and  escorts 
liim  to  the  Senate  chamber.  He  will  occupy  the  seat  reserved  for  him  in  front  of  the 
^'ice-President■s  desk.     The  conunittee  of  arrangements  will  occupy  the  seats  at  liis  left. 

The  Vice-President-elect  will  be  accompanied  to  the  Senate  by  the  committee  of  ar- 
rangements, will  enter  the  Senate  wing  at  the  bronze  door,  and  will  go  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent's room,  wliere  he  will  remain  luitil  the  committee  of  arrangements  waits  upon  him, 
and  escorts  him  to  the  Senate  chamber,  and  the  oath  of  office  will  be  administered  to  him 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore,  just  before  the  adjournment  of  the  present 
Senate.  After  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  the  Vice-President  will  deliver  the  oath  of  office 
to  the  Senators-elect. 

FROM    CHAMBER   TO   PORTICO. 

After  the  organization  of  the  Senate  shall  have  been  completed,  those  assembletl  in 
the  Senate  chamber  will  proceed  through  the  rotunda  to  the  platform  on  the  center  portico 
of  the  Capitol  in  the  following  order:  The  marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the 
marshal  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  ex-Presidents,  the  ex-Vice-Presidents,  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice, Associate  Justices,  Clerk  and  Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
of  the  Senate,  the  committee  of  arrangements,  the  President-elect,  Ambassadors  to  the 
United  States,  JNIinisters  Plenipotentiary,  the  Vice-President,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  ex-Senators ;  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and 
Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  retiring  Members,  Members-elect,  and  officers  of 
the  House  of  Representatives ;  heads  of  the  executive  departments.  Governors  of  the 
States  and  Territories,  the  Admiral  of  the  Navy  and  his  aide,  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Army  and  his  aide,  the  Lieutenant-Genera  1  of  the  Army,  retired ;  officers  of  the  Army  and

THE  CAriTOL. 

The  Capitol  is  situated  on  tlie  western  edge  of  Capitol  Hill  froiiting  east,  in  a  park 
comprising  51%  acres.     It  is  751  feet  long  by  342  feet  wide. 

It  can  be  reached  by  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  F  Street  and  Belt  Line  cars,  and  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  herdics.  and  is  open  to  visitors  from  9  to  5. 

The  building  was  conunenced  in  1793 :  the  wings  were  finished  in  1813.  The  building 
was  further  extended  in  1851,  by  the  addition  of  the  marble  wings,  now  occupied  by  the 
Mouse  on  the  south  and  the  Senate  on  the  north. 

The  dome  is  288  feet  high,  and  135 Va  feet  iu  diameter,  costing  ,$1,000,000.  The  total 
cost  of  the  building  was  $15,000,000.

admitted  to  the  galleries. 

After  the  occui)ants  of  the  galleries  have  proeeetled  to  the  platform,  employees  of  the 
Senate,  Supreme  Court,  House  of  Representatives,  and  superintendent's  office  will  be 
admitted  to  seats  on  the  platform.  While  the  Senators-elect  are  being  sworn  in  and  the 
procession  formed,  the  members  of  the  press,  in  a  body,  will  proceed  down  the  west  steps 
leading  to  the  gallery,  through  the  rotunda,  to  the  seats  reserved  for  them  on  the  platform. 

GROrPED   ON   THE   PLATFORM. 

On  reaching  the  platform  the  President-elect  will  take  the  seat  reserved  for  him,  the 
Chief  Justice  on  his  right  and  the  committee  of  arrangements  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
of  the  Senate  on  his  left.  The  ex-Presidents,  ex- Vice-Presidents  and  Associate  Justices 
of  the  SupreiuQ  Court,  the  Vice-President,  Secretary,  members  of  the  Senate,  and  ex- 
Senators  will  occupy  seats  on  the  right.  The  retiring  members  of  the  House  and  members- 
elect  will  be  seated  on  the  right  of  the  President,  next  to  and  behind  the  Senate.  The 
Diplomatic  Corps  will  occupy  seats  on  the  left  of  the  President. 

When  all  are  assembled,  the  oath  of  office  will  be  administered  to  the  President-elect 
by  the  Chief  Justice  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  senior  Justice  present.  The  President  will 
then  deliver  his  inaugural  address.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  the  members  of  the 
Senate,  preceded  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Yice-Pi'esldent,  and  the  Secretary,  will  return 
to  the  Senate  chamber,  and  the  President,  accompanied  by  the  committee  of  arrangements, 
will  proceed  to  the  Executive  Mansion. 

ENTITLED   TO   ADMISSION. 

The  doors  of  the  Senate  chamber  will  be  open  at  11  o'clock  to  those  entitled  to  ad- 
mission, which  will  include,  in  addition  to  those  already  mentioned,  ex-Speakers  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  ex-Secretaries  and  ex-Sergeants-at-Arms  of  the  Senate,  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Judges  of 
the  Court  of  Claims,  the  Conunissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  SeiTetary  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Capitol 
and  his  assistant,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

The  Supreme  Court,  headed  by  its  officers,  will  enter  the  Senate  chamber  in  a  body 
at  11.45  and  be  announced.  The  House  of  Representatives,  headed  by  its  officers,  will 
enter  the  Senate  chamber  in  a  body  at  11. .50  and  be  announced.

Knights  of  the  IMfKX-abees,  is  the  military  degree  of  that  large 
and  prosperons  organization  (The  Knights  of  the  ^lacoahees  of  the  World),  membership 
375,000,  and  nnmbers  about  8,000  meml)er.s  stationed  in  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union. 
'JTiey  have  achieved  a  grand  reputation  for  efficiency,  and  at  their  biennial  encampment 
of  1904,  held  at  the  World's  Fair,  were  the  recipients  of  many  compliments  from  regular 
Army  officers.  The  organization  was  created  in  1S;)1  in  Port  Huron,  Mich.,  chartered  by 
the  Supreme  Tent,  K.  O.  T.  M..  in  "1S93,  and  is  patterned  after  the  United  States  Army. 
While  the  Supreme  Commander  of  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees,  the  Hon.  D.  P.  Markey, 
is  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  active  command  of  the  Uniform  Rank  is  vested  in  Majoi-- 
Oeneral  W.  H.  Sletzer,  of  Cleveland.  O.  The  General  S.taff  consists  of  Adjutant-General 
J.  R.  Zmunt,  Cleveland,  O. ;  Quartermaster-General  Nelson  C.  Ely,  Jeanette,  Pa. ;  Inspec- 
tor-General A.  I.  Lee,  Des  Moines,  la. ;  Commissioner-General  H.  L.  Tichner,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Cal. ;  Judge- Advocate-General  R.  B.  Anderson,  St.  Louis,  Mo. ;  Sui'geon-General  H. 
F.  Mitchell,  South  Bend,  Ind.  An  aide-de-camp  is  appointed  for  each  State  as  the  per- 
sonal representative  of  the  INIajor-CJeneral.  that  for  the  District  of  Columbia  being  Col. 
O.  W.  Hammond,  who  has  charge  of  the  arrangements  for  the  body  during  the  inaugural 
parade.  The  Sixth  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  Col.  S.  R.  Mason,  of  Connellsville,  Pa.,  com- 
manding, will  participate  in  the  parade  in  a  body,  and  separate  companies  fi-om  Virginia, 
West  Virginia  and  Ohio  will  also  be  present.  Thi-ee  himdred  Sir  Knights  in  uniform  are 
expected  to  participate  in  the  inaugural  parade.
